WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP) 
~—Assisiant Secretary of State 
Walter S. Robertson said yester- 
day “there is grave danger of 
war” with Communist China if 
the Peiping regime is not bluff- 
ing about its avowed determina- 
tion to invade Formosa. 

Asked on ABC's “College 
Press Conference” television pro- 
gram if there still is a threat of 
war since Congress approved 
President Eisenhower's Formo- 
sa resolution, Robertson replied: 

“That depends entirely on the 
Red Chinese.” 

Robertson, in charge of Far 
Eastern affairs for the State De- 
partment, noted that Premier 
Chou En-lai of Red China in re- 
cent broadcasts apparently has 
rejected the idea of a cease-fire. 

“If he is not bluffing, there 
is grave danger of war,” he said.

TAIPEH, Formosa, Jan. 31 
(AP)—The combat-ready United 
States Seventh Fleet needed 
- only a “go ahead” today to evac- 
-uate the Communist-threatened 
Tachen islands, already blasted 
by Communist fire bomba. 

However, Adm. Felix B. 
Stump, commander of _ the 
United States Pacific Fleet, said 
on a quick visit to this Chinese 
Nationalist capital Sunday that

Chief Justice Earl Warren de- 
livered both opinions. The court 
was unanimous in the case of 
the theaters, but the court split 
6 to 2 in the case dealing with 
professional boxing. 

Justice Felix Frankfurter 
wrote a dissenting opinion in 
which Justice Sherman Minton 
joined. Minton also wrote a sep- 
arate dissenting opinion. Justice 
Jackson died before the case 
Was argued. 

Thus the majority consisted of 
Warren and Justices Hugo Black, 
Harold Burton, Tom Glark, Wil- 
liam O, Douglas and Stanley 
Reed. 

Monopoly Charged. 

The Department of Justice 
had asked the court to declare 
promotion of professional box- 


ing within the scope of the 


federal anti-trust act, so that it 
could prosecute a suit which 
charged a monopoiy exists in the 
business. P 

The department appealed from 
a decision by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Gregory F. Noonan 
in New York dismissing the Gov- 
ernment’s monopoly complaint. 

The theater case stemmed 
from a ruling by United States 
District Judge John C. Knox in 
New York that the theater busi- 
ness had the same standing as 
big league baseball in being ex- 
empt from the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

Noonan similarly relied on the

Higher Pay Urged. 

In his statement, Stevens put 
in a plug for higher pay for the 
military and a new military re- 
serve program.

STUTTGART, Germany, Jan. 
- 31 (AP)—Lt. Gen. Anfhony C. 
- McAuliffe, who today took com- 
‘ mand of the United States Army 
in Europe, disclosed that he has 
asked Washington for more 
armor to increase mobility of 
his forces. 


“In the atomic era,” he»said 
in an interview, “there is a 
greater requirement for mobility 
and increased employment of 
armor, and of armored carriers 
for infantry.” 

He did not detail his request, 
but high staff officers said later 
“this would indicate another 
complete armored division for 
Germany and assignment of more 
armored carriers.” 

They said if a new armored 
division Was approved, it would 
come as a replacement for an 
infantry divisidn already here, 
Four American infantry divisions 
are now in Germany, together 
with one armored division, and 
other armored combat elements 
equivalent to a second. All four 
British divisions in Germany are 
armored. 

Famed for his . defense 
Bastogne in the Battle of th 
Bulge, McAuliffe stepped up 
frqgm Seventh Army to European 
commander when Gen. William 
M. Hoge retired today. 

Discussing new military atti- 
‘tudes brought on ar the atomic 
age, McAuliffe sai 

“In defense, snare is greater 
dispersion than in the past, thus 
there is greater requirement for 
effective control and more com- 
munications, 

“Most important, there is a 
greater decentralization of mis- 
sion and a greater dependence 
on command at lower levels. Of- 
ficers must be more independent 
and resourcefil. 

“We are thinking, in the atom- 
ic age, of more mobile defense 
and deployment.” 

He declined to eppeculate 
whether Soviet forces in East 
Germany are equipped with 
atomic weapons, but added: 

“We train on the basis that 
they have atomic capability and 
will use it. And we plan to use 
our atomic capability in defense. 
They would hardly assign 30 
atomic cannon over here and 
not expect us to use them to de- 
fend ourselves.”

MENTAL HEALTH. 

Care'for the mentally ill pre- 
sents a special set of problems. 

Only in the past few decades 
have we, as a people, begun to 
regard mental and emotional dis- 
orders as capable of specific 
diagnosis, alleviation, cure and 
rehabilitation. We now know that 
effective preventive and contro 
programs are possible in the 
field of mental] health. 

I recommend, therefore, new 
and intensified measures in our 
attack on mental illness. These 
are: 

1.. Strengthening of present 
aid to state and community pro- 
grams for the early detection, 
control and alleviation of men- 
tal and emotional derangements;

The President’s Authority 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Proposals by Senators Estes Ke- 
fauver and Hubert Humphrey to 
strip away the President’s authority 
to hit the China mainland and de- 
fend islands along the coast were de- 
soned in the Senate by a vote of 
20 to 8. 


It is understandable that Senators 
who supported Mr. Truman's policy 
for a China sanctuary during the Ko- 
rean war should now vote against 
an authority which empowers the 
Chief Executive to discard that pol- 
icy. But it is difficult to conceive 
of any feature of this country’s Far 
Eastern policy now in the process of 
formation that could be more dis- 
turbing for the Peiping regime. 


It was the assurance of sanctuary 
which enabled Red China to -con- 
centrate milifary forces on the Ko- 
rean battlefront and to move troops 
and supplies up to the Yalu river 
without fear of molestation. These 
advantages were largely responsible 
for the tragic losses suffered by 
United States forces when excep- 
tional numbers of G.I.s were killed, 
wounded or captured as the Chinese 
swept into northern Korea, 

The removal of the sanctuary cre- 
ates new problems for Peiping’s mil- 
itary strategists. One will be an in- 
adequate transportation system, 
which would handicap mobility, when 
the mobility af troops and supplies 
would be essential with the initiative 
for the point of attack obviously in 
the enemy's hands. 

Peiping's logistics problem is part 
of the overall transportation problem 
which faces the Reds because of lim- 
ited facilities in all Communist Asia. 

Removing sanctuary could be the 
most powerful deterrent for an Asian 
war in these times. Nothing, it seems, 
would have pleased the Reds more 
than to learn the Kefauver-Hum- 
poe resolution had passed in the 

nited States Senate.

President Eisenhower was entitled to @ cer- 
tain measure of “I told you so” in his Eeonomic 
Report, and he collected what was due. 

Last year, when some economists and most 
Democrats were arguing for heavier tax cuts 
and a more active federal policy of offsetting the 
business recession, the Administration stood pat 
on its program. In the latter part of the year, 
recovery set in. How sustained that recovery 
may prove is still a matter for speculation, but 
the fact that it occurred cari fairly be claimed 


. as evidence that the Administration was right in 


not resorting to a stronger program. 


So the Economic Report points eat with no 
little pride that faith in “the ability of the pri- 
vate economy to generate a high level of activi- 
ty” was rewarded. 

“Instead of expanding federal enterprises or 
initiating new spending programs,” says the Re- 
port, “the basic policy of the Gevernment in 
dealing with the contraction was to take actions 
that created confidence in the future and stimu- 
lated business firms, consumers and states and 
localities to increase their expenditures.” 


In addition to faith and a spirit of confidence, 
however, there must have been some hard eco- 
nomic reasons for the stimulated expenditures 
by business firms, consumers and states and 
localities. Perhaps we can get a clue to one such 
reason in the Treasury’s year-end statement, is- 
sued on the same day as the Economic Report. 

In that statement the astonishing revelation 
is made that during the last six months of 1954 
the Federal Government spent $9,294,000,000 
more than it took in. 


Just how large this six-month deficit was can 
be judged by the fact that not in any six-month 
period since the war year of 1945 has the Treas- 
ury run anything like that big aq deficit, The 
six-month deficit for the period which ended 
Jan. 1 was almost as big as the deficit for the 
entire fiscal year of 1952-53, at the peak of Ko- 
rean war and defense expenditures. 


By next June, the end of the current fiscal 
year, the Tregsury expects that normally heavy 
tax payments in the early months of 1955 will 
have reduced the deficit from $8,294,000,000 to 
around $4,500,000,000. It also hopes that in the 
ensuing fiscal year of 1956 the deficit may be 
reduced to around $2,400,000,000. 

These expectations do not alter the fact that 
during the latter half of calendar 1954 the 
Treasury pumped the vast sum of more than 
nine billion dollars inte the economy. This oper- 
ation may well have accounted for the recovery 
which took place, 

If that recovery can be sustained in the face 
of a declining deficit, as well as under the spur 
of a rapidiy rising one, the Administration will

Adm. Strauss Knew a Secret 
Chairman Strauss's conduct in the Nichols 
resignation case raises anew the question wheth- 
er he is attempting one-man rule of the five- 
member Atomic Energy Commission. 


Gen. Nichols resigned as general manager of 
the AEC, effective in May, four months ago, in 
September, the Post-Dispatch’s correspondent, 
James Deakin, reports. “However, other mem- 
bers of the commission did not learn of it until 
a few days ago,” the correspondent writes. 


Members of the House-Senate Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee first heard of it at about the 
same time. The resignation had been sent by 
Gen. Nichols to Adm. Strauss, who thus seems to 
have kept both his fellow-~ i $s and 
Congress in ignorance of it for months, though 
knowledge of it was essential to discharge of 
their responsibilities to the public, : 

The five members of the AEC are charged by 
law with equal responsibility. This is so because 
the grave duties of the commission deserve the 
best combined knowledge and judgment they 
can bring to bear. No one man, however wise or 
skillful, could expect to do as well all alone;

We like this book particularly, because in nearly all im- 
portant respects the advice and information given goes 
along with our own ideas about child behavior. We believe 
that you may like it not only because of the calm, sensible 
attitude it takes toward the problems of parenthood but ‘also 
because of the rather specific and practical advice which it 
 egntains, 
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WE’D LIKE TO GIVE YOU a few samples of the kind 
of advice which Dr. Richardson gives—obviously based on a 
good deal of practical experience. | 

Here, for instance, is what he suggests that you do if 
_your preschooler is a biter. 

“Try letting her see, young as she is, that biting just 
doesn’t pay. Be on the alert, and the moment she starts to 
bite, pick her up quietly but very firmly and remove her to 
another room. Do this instantly, so there is no doubt in her 
mind about the tion of cause and effect. ‘Tell her 
without setae: gore girls can’t play with other chil- 
: . dren when they bite. After five minutes of segregation, let 
, ~ “her come back and try again. 

“If she bites again,. repeat the routine, but for 10 min- 
utes this time, after which she has another chance. Every 
attempt to bite thereafter causes a 10-minute separation. 
| Pay no attention if she cries, screams or kicks the door. 

You are thus affording her an opportunity to make an in- 
--telligent choice between two kinds of conduct—desirable 
and undesirable—after seeing the results of each kind.”

OR TAKE WHAT HE SAYS about another worrisome 
problem—stuttering: ; 
“If you’ve been urging him to talk more slowly, to 
think what he wants to say before beginning a sentence, to 
take a deep breath before starting to speak, or to do any 
other of the things so often advised, stop.

' Dr. Richardson advises especially, if your child does 
stutter: “Don’t let your anxiety show on your face, or he’ll 
get the feeling that he is displeasing you, even though you 
don't nag him. Speech experts urge parents to beware of 
this. It is easy to see that the more he worries about his 
way of talking, and concentrates on trying to speak the 
way he thinks you want him to speak, the more tense and 
taut~he will be and the more tight the muscles involved in 
speaking will become.”

R. AND MRS. JOHN 
THOMAS haven't had time 
*to take a vacation in 10 
years. They’ve been too busy 
umpiring baseball and basketball 
games, keeping score, laundering 
uniforms, entertaining at team 
parties, patching up skinned 
knees, teaching good sportsman- 
ship and listening to an occa- 
sional adolescent tale of woe. 


Those are just a few of the 
chores which make up their fam- 
ily project, a basketball league 
in the winter, a baseball league 
in the summer, with their 16- 
year-old son Jack as -enthusias- 
tically involved as his parents. 

In fact, it was for Jack’s bene- 
fit that the hobby was started. 
When he was a Cub Scout, his 
parents started a basketball team 
for the boys in his group, hoping 
in that way to teach Jack and his 
“friends not only good basketball 
but good sportsmanship, too. It 
paid off, not only in a mush- 


, rooming recreational project 
which has benefited hundreds of — 
boys, but in Jack’s own decision . 


to go into church work and. pass 
along the character training he 
received to another generation 
of youngsters. - 


“We had no idea at the time 
how the project would grow,” 
said. Thomas, a city smoke in- 
spector. “But there seemed to be 
a definite need among the boys 
of our neighborhood for recrea- 
tion. Of course, those with suf- 
ficient skill played on their 
school teams, but remember 
there are always many, many 
more boys sitting on the bench 
and longing to play than are 
ever on the playing floor or 
field.”
